He io very ſad} dies, that his Agony is Horrid, and his 
prayer importunare : ſo importunategchat he pra: es a firſt, a 
{ſecond and a third time; he $alls upon his knees,he falls upon 
the ground, he falls upon his face and prayes ; -- - Father--- 
Ou my Faiher,——— Abba Fether, If it be poſſible let this ws 
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paſs from me, Matth. 26. 39. Mark 14. 36: 

Oh! what adeath did our dear Saviour dye ! when a Cu 
ſo filld,” and $Id fo full; with the moſt bitter wrath, of his 
moſt wrathful Father, againſt thoſe ſinners he undertook to 
ſave; even that Cup drink ofShe my/# and wil! ; yea he muft 
drink it of and did. Inſomuch, 

That his Agony is fo very ſtrange, he ſeats blood; and thar 
blood, not in a thzy diſtilling or forcmg out its way, through 
the Curious pores of his molt tender body : no, but it was fo 
much that it came forth by drops, and thoſe drops ſo may, 
that each followed _ trickling down to the Ground, Luke 
22. 44» ca, | 

He ſo very ſadly dyes, that he was much affected, though 
he was not difturbe/: though he was not diſturbed in his Supe+ 
riour VVill, he was much affe&ed in his Naturall VV! : 'yer 
ſo, and ſe much affeRed, that he was much moved in, ( though 
he was not Removed from, ) the work of mans Redemp- 
tion. No,bat 

He fo very ſadly dyes, that, Pertulit dura verba,duriors ver- 
bera, duriſima Supplicia. Taking the Infirmities of our frail 
Nature, he bore the puni/hment of our ſinful Nature : and that 
ſuch puniſhment, as none but God the Father could Infli& ;; 
and none but God the Son could Beare. Ina word, 

He fo very ſadly dies, that he dies ſhamefully, painfully, 
and notoriouſly ; he dies ſhamefully without the City, pain- 
fully upon the Crofle, and notoriouſly among Thieves : a- 
mong them, ay, and between them too, as if he had condu- 
&ed and led them thither. Thus———our blefled Lord and 
Saviour being, 

Born very meanly. 
Living very poorly ; and, 
Dying very ſadly: 

Our obſervation is as Trxe as Lamentable. That, 

The Condition of all mankind, while they are on this fide 
Heaven; is a very ſad Condition. : 
| Firſt, it 1sſo Naturally.

Blefſed be God, we have a better Umbrage toſave us from 
the Heat, then the Gourd of 7snah. ; 

We havea betterDeity, to ſupplicate for helpe ; then the 
Idolof 4þab, | Our 
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Our God is in Heaven, and this God is our kope, and 
ſtrenzth, 4 preſent help in Trouble, Pſal. 46.1. He is ſo be- 
cauſe his puwer's Allmighty : and he will be fo, becauſe his 
Mercie's infinite. 

And yet Gcd many times, ſuffers his deare Children to be 
brought low ; yea ſo very low, that ( with the Prophet Elzah ) 
they are weary to live, and do deſire to dye : for fo we read 
i Kings. 19.4. He went a daies Fourney into the wilderneſſe, 
an4 came, and ſate down, under a Funiper Tree, and defired 
that he might dye: and ſaid, It is now enough, O Lord take a- 
way my life, for | am not better then my Fathers. 

But why does the Lord deale thus hardly with his poor 
Servants, and ſeeme to afflict them even unto death? why doth 
God leave them many times ſo to themſelves, that they know 
not what to do, nor where to go? as if their miſery were paſt 
all Remedy ? why truly 

The Reaſons may be thele three. 

1. To make them the more ſenſible of their danger,and the 
more zealous for deliverance : that they might the more con- 
fider,the condition they are in, how ſd it is; and how mach 
it needs, the help of Heaven, | 

When the Iſraelites in Egypt, had theic Task doubl'd ; and. 
that they muſt make up their Tale, and yer go find their 
Straw ; they then (faith the Text, ) ſaw themſelves to be in an 
evil caſe : a cale fo-evil, that it made them cry to Moſes ; and 
Moſes to cry to God; and God for toſuve the people : being 
ſenfible of their bondage, and zealous for Deliverance. 

Or (2.) God may ſuffer his dear Children,. to bz bronghe 
very Jow, to make a tryal of their Graces. 

If Saran aftlidt Fob, it ſhall be to try his Patience; If Rab- 
f:aketh revileth Hezekzah, it ſhall be co try his Confidence. 
And if God himſelf tempt Abraham, it ſhall be to try his 
Faith. 

If the Lord ſuffer an open Enemy, to Aſſault us ; or a pri- 
vate Enemv, to Abule us; if the Lord ſuffer our Wife, and 
Children, our Liberty, and Livelihood, and all we have to be 
taken from ns : if the Lord ſuffer the Ship cfall our dear En- 
joy ments, to be Graye!d in the Sands of Cbloquie, or . - 
; JUL 
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ſplit againſt cize Rocks of Tyranny ; the Reaſon of all may be 


buc our tryal only : and that either of our Patience (asin 
the caſe of Job) or of our Conhdence (as inthe caſe of Heze- 
k:iah) or of our Faith (as in the caſe of Abraham.) Or— 

3. And laſtly, God may ſuffer his dear Children to be 
brought very low : to make them the more thankful when 
Comfort is given, and Help is had. 

When the Iſraelites had a Raging Sea before them; and a 
Barren Wildernefle befides them ; and an Armed Enemy be- 
hind chem : then (faith the Text) they were ſore afraid, fo 
affraid, that they cryed ont unto the Lord. And what then ? 
Stand /ti1! (ſaith Moſes) and ſee the Salvation of the Lor4, which 
he will ſhew to you, ts day, Exod.14.13. 

Stand /till, i. e. be notaffraid but hope, ftaxd [till and ſee, 
z.e. benot Faithleſfſe, but believe : the Salvation of the Lord, 
7. e. his Power, as being moſt able to ſave, which he will ſhew 
to yory 7. e. his mercy as being moſt willing to ſave, Toy, and 
that even now to day, i.e. his wiſdome as having his ſet time 
to ſave. 

. God hath his ſet time indeed, and here he ſhew'd it; 6 
ſhew'd it, that Moſes and the Children of 1ſrae!, Sanga Song 
unto the Lord, Exo4. 15. 1. 

Thus, when Comfort is given, and Help is had, it makes 


Gods Children to be the more thankful. 


This made the Iſrae/ites, to keeps their Paſchal Feaſt ; to 

praiſe the Lord, for their Freedom from Pharaoh, Exod. 12. 
This made Deborah, to ſing her Trinmphal Song ; to praiſe 
the Lord, for the Vitory over Siſera, Fudg. 5. 

This made David to indite his grateful Plalme, to praiſe the 
Lord for his Deliverance from Sal, Pſal. 18. Yea, and 
This, makes England, to keep this "Holy ; (even a Feaſt of 
Congratulation) to praife the Lord for the Reſtoration of 
our Soveraign : and the Freedom, Victory, and Deliverance 
of our Religion, Laws, and Liberty, from Pharaoh, Siſera, 
and Saul, i. e. all the Enemies of God, and the King. 

And thus for theſe three Reaſons, doth God (many times) 

luffer his Saints and Servants to be brought very low, As— 
i- To make them, the more ZeaJous.

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2. To makethem the more Famous; and, 
3. To make them, the more Thankfu!.

Let us remember, when any AfﬀiQion doth befall, either 
our Prince or the Church, or the State, or our ſelves, then 
not to think it either Strange, or New, or Remedileſle.
